It is important to emphasize the 
fact that the election on the subject 
of disincorporation will be held on 
June 21st, *1939. unless the city is 
legally prevented from opening the 
polls. The city will proceed nor­ 
mally with its preparation for this 
election. 
There seems to be some confusion 
and misunderstanding concerning 
the agreements entered into unof­ 
ficially by six members of the city 
council and certain Palm Springs 
citizens who signed the petition for 
disincorporation. As it has been 
freely discussed in the press and on 
the street, it may be of interest to 
many to have an explanation of 
this proposed compromise of the 
disincorporation controversy. 
About the 15th of April, two pub­ 
lic-spirited citizens undertook, on 
their own initiative, to find a plan 
agreeable to both the city adminis­ 
tration and the disincorporation 
leaders which would prevent the 
approaching special city election 
and insure for Palm Springs, incor­ 
poration and civic harmony. They 
quickly discovered that many of 
the causes of dissatisfaction with the 
city’s activities could be eliminated 
in favor of one important question, 
viz: Were the members of the city 
council duly representative of the 
voters in their respective districts? 
The petitioners took a negative po­ 
sition while the councilmen. when 
approached, felt that they had the 
support of their districts. 
Briefly, the resulting agreement 
was to the effect that if there is to 
be no disincorporation election six 
of the city councilmen were willing, 
next fall, to run for re-election to 
obtain a vote of confidence from 
their district voters.

at the earliest possible moment. 
The most im portant news devel­ 
oped as this is w ritten are reports 
of threats m ade to fam ilies of As­ 
sem blym en w ho are distinguishing 
them selves by their valiant 
fight 
against w aste and extravagance in 
state expenditures, and their insis- 
tance that the relief appropriation 
be properly safeguarded against un­ 
wise and unsound 
adm inistration. 
Assem blyman 
Gerald 
Kepple 
of 
W hittier; Jesse Kellems, West Los 
Angeles; and Lee T. Bashore 
of 
Glendora, all three out in front as 
leaders 
of 
th e 
economy - minded 
group, reported visits to their homes 
by mobs threatening various forms 
of reprisals if they (the Legislators) 
did not cease their activities against 
the budget and the relief adm inis­ 
tration. 
Law enforcem ent agencies 
have

proper safeguards for the wives and 
children of the Assemblymen from 
further attacks of the mobs. 
The bill to legalize gam bling at 
dog race tracks, recently sent over 
from the Senate, was worsted in a 
prelim inary skirm ish in the lower 
house.

AGAINST INDIO CAMP 


Discontinuance 
of 
the 
federal 
m igratory cam p for agricultural la­ 
borers at Indio will be recom m end­ 
ed in a comm unication to be relay­ 
ed by the county board of super­ 
visors to federal authorities, it was 
voted by the Riverside county board 
of supervisors. Monday. 
The action w as taken after H. D. 
Mitchell, chief aide to T. E. M urray, 
director of the bureau of w elfare 
and relief, had reported verbally on 
a recent survey he had made 
of 
m igrant labor conditions in the Coa­ 
chella valley. 
Residents of the valley are 
op­ 
posed to th e camp for three reasons, 
said Mitchell. 
First, they claim the men of the j 
cam p will not work. 
Secondly, the 
undesirable class is retained in the 
com m unity by the presence of the 
cam p in the region. 
Thirdly, 
the 
federal governm ent 
supports 
the 
m igrants for one year, during which 
tim e they lose their legal residence 
in other states and become R iver­ 
side county's responsibilities. 
“As a housing project, the camp 
is fine," said Mitchell, “but the lack 
of prescribed system for supervision 
of the camp residents makes condi­ 
tions for the surrounding area very 
poor." 
Recently, a group of the 
camp 
m en were hired to chop cotton at 
$1 an acre, 25 cents higher than the 
rate paid in Im perial 
and 
K ern 
counties, but the men struck 
"on 
orders of the W orkers Alliance,” at 
noon, because they w anted to 
be 
paid by the hour, Mitchell declared. 
The board was unanim ous in the 
belief the cam p should be discontin­ 
ued.
